land office, has submitted a report to I 
Secretary Laniar upon tbo famous Max- ' 
well laud grant, in New Mexico. lu 1S79 
over two million acres ot public land 
were claimed and patented by certain 
parties, and while there were strong sus- 
picions of fraud connected with the gi- 
gantic olaim, nothing was done until re- 
cently to clear up the title to tho laud. 
The history tf tho Maxwell grant is one | 
ot the most interesting o£ tho many I 
romances oC the Bockias. Coming from j 
Washington with the report of Comuiis- j 
sioner Sparks, is a graphic inconnt ot j 
tho success and failure and the oilluenco ! 
.and poverty of the man Mazwoll nttor 
•whom tho grant has taken its name. 


The original grant lies in northern

pltunta were transmitted to the general 
land office ot Washington and the inte- 
rior department from citizens of New M.OX 
ico, alleging 'rand in the location and 
bounderies of this claim, but no investi- 
gation was had, but the claim for this 
enotmous region ot country appears to 
have been carried through by official do- 
fault, without regard to the interests o! 
tho government or tho rights of citizens 
of the territory in actual occupancy of 
the land.

iromenades, parks and fine .buildings 
make it indeed a most magnificent city. 
Life is lived in Paris for all the enjoy- 
ment that can bo got out of it 
The 


streets aro clean, and the entire city has 
a similar appearance, and may be ac- 
counted for to a great eitent from tho 
fact that no coal ia used, wood and char- 
coal being burned. The large mauufac. 
lories are located outside the city. 
Sunday is made into a day of amusement 
and pleasure; theaters, concerts, muse- 
ums all open, and the day seems to be 
given up more to pleasure, than rest or 
worship. The evenings up to midnight, 
are scenes of life and excitement. 


The French ars exceedingly kind and 


obliging to strangers, and very polite and 
manly. They are of a nervous tercper- 
"ment, and live a fast hfo. They aro very 
emotional, and a gesture often means 
more than can be expressed in words, 
especially if disgusted. One forms a fa- 
vorable opinion of them when they are 
seen in their own home. 


Probably the most attractive place in 


Pans ia the' "Champs ElysooB,1'' a beauti- 
ful park and promenade that was laid out 
during the seventeenth century. It is 
the fashionable driving park ot tho city, 
and is crowded with carriages and eques- 
trians, and the promenades are densely 
thronged with fashionably dressed ladies 
and gentlemen. 


The lower end of the park is filled with 


cafes, jugglers and merry-go-rounds, and 
innocent amusements for children wti:h 
form, by no means, the least interesting 
feature in tho scone. Many of the finest 
monuments and sculpture are located in 
this park ot amusement. Tho evenings, 
at this season of the year, are very gay, 
and are tho resort ot crowds of. pleasure 
lioelcers. The brilliant gas jets right oni] 
left of tho mam street are a great: attrac- 
tion, and together with tbo great foun- 
tains give it an exceedingly picturesque 
appearance. 


The Triumphal Arch is situated at one 


end of the park, and is said to bo tbe fin- 
eat in the world. From this arch twelve 
Htreots diverge, which contain the tines 
nouses in the city. From the top ot thi 
arch a birds eye view of tho city can be 
had whi^h is indeed a magnificent sight 


The Notre Dame cathedral is one of the 


sights of the city, as it was two hundrei 
years in process of erection. The front 13 
richly ornamented with fino sculpture 
and its center represents the last judg 
ment Tbe church seats 12,000. 


Paris to-day after its destruction b,v th< 


Germans in 1871, looks like Chicago o 
to-day, after tbe great fire. 


The tomb of Napoleon is in the church 


of the Invalides, and ia B mngnificen 
structure. Below the dome stands the 
tomb ot tho great warrior, which is en 
tirely rnado ot granite, and surronndet 
by twelve statues of marble. My atten 
tion was attracted to the numerous flag! 
suspended from the ceiling of the chap 
el which he had taken in iua many bat- 
tles.

As Paris is noted for its fine parks, 


will mention one just outside the city 
known as Bois deBoulougne, which con- 
tains 2,250 acres, and was formerly a for- 
est and hunting ground, and has been 
mads into a magnificent park, 'with 7 ar- 
tificial lakes and two rase courses. Our 
drive tbrougb this immense park was 
thoroughly enjoyed. 
It was through 


this forest the Germans marched into 
Paris and where one of the great battles 
was fought. 


The recent death of Victor Hugo has 


caused a degree of sadness to came over 
the city. He is to lay' in state several 
days under the Triumphal Arch which has 
been heavily decorated with mourintf, 
and Edison has just arranged to illumin- 
ate the arch by electric light, and tho 
day of his burial is to be made a public 
holiday throughout France. 


The fine stained windows in St. Sul- 


pice church were prevented from being 
destroyed during the siege of Paris by 
being entirely covered with bags of sand. 


The beautiful Biver Seine which runs 


through Paris is crossed by no less' than 
27 bridges and tho river presents an at- 
tractive feature m the shape of floating 
laundries 200 to 300 feet in length, and 
where tho washer women are busily en 
gaged. 
Small steamers run tip and 


down the river. Numerous bath houses 
may also be seen on tho river. 


The morgue is thrown open to thu 


public in this city, the building wherein 
are exposed tbo bodies ot all unknown 
persons who die either from accident, 
homicide or suddenly.' The bodies aro 
exposed upon marble slabs for three 
days, unless previously claimed, and 
carried away by friends, They are kept 
from decay by a modern process of re- 
frigeration, tho portion of tho building 
m which they lio being separated from 
tho public portion by a glass. screen. 
The clothing worn at tho time of death 
is hung over each body. When I visited 
this place three bodies wore exposed and 
unclaimed. 


The largest hospital is called Hotel- 


Dien, a magnificent building which ac- 
commodates over 1,000 patients, and the 
interior a modle of convenience ' and 
cleanliness. 


The palace and museum called tho 


''Louvre," is one of tbe most important 
and finest buildings ia Paris, and the 
numerous pictures it contains, is oaid, if 
laid side by side, would extend a dis- 
tance uf seven miles. Tbe collection of 
paintings and sculpture exhibited to tho 
public is ot tho highest character. Hero 
the paintings of Raphael, Kubons, Mich- 
ael Angelo, and other prtisls, are to l-e 
seen. 


Tho tapestry manufactories of Paris 


are managed by tho government, and are 
one ot the sights of the city. 


It is said tho amount of wine sold an- 


nually m Pans, is one hundred million 
gallons. 


Tbe population of Paris is 8,000,000, 


and althoush so lurge a city, one Been 
but little poverty. It is indeed a grand 
and beautiful city; und a person can not 
have as (rood on itleu of how the French 
live, as to see them in their own home. 
But I have taken up too much of your 
space, and must close.
